Are Drugs? 


In its broadest sense, a drug is defined as a sub- 


stance 


used in or as a medicine. It is invaluable 


if legally prescribed for a legitimate medical pur- 
pose. On the other hand, abuse or misuse of the 
very same drug can cause addiction, death, and 

ermanent mental, physical or emotional damage. 

rugs proven to be dangerous if misused are di- 
vided into two categories: sedatives and stimu- 
lants, Sedatives act as depressants, reducing physi- 
cal coordination and mental control. Large doses 


can cause convulsions, 


coma, and death. The 


stimulants cause sleeplessness or extreme irritabil- 
ity. Large doses can cause terrifying hallucina- 
tions or unprovoked violent behavior. 


These two categories of drugs include narcotics, 
barbiturates, amphetamines, hallucinogenic or psy- 
chedellic drugs, and other misused substances (th 
more common being hydrocarbons). : 


What Drugs Are Kids Using? 


Getting “high” on hydrocarbon drugs (known as 
“sniffing” or “glue sniffing’) appeals to many of 
the pre-teenagers. Sensations similiar to extreme 


alcohol 


intoxication come from deliberately 


breathing the fumes of p'astic cement, model air- 
plane glue, gasoline, lighter fluid or similar prod- 
ucts containing volatile chemicals. 


Authorities agree that “sniffing” can be habit- 
forming to a point where the sniffer requires 
stronger drugs. Doctors are concerned that snif- 
fing these hydrocarbons will seriously affect the 
liver, kidneys, brain and bone-marrow, but addic- 
tion has not been firmly established.

They 
will also hold several public 
gatherings in Sacramento, and 
in their own districts to explain 
the plight of low-wealth districts. 


Committee co-chairmen Al 
Pucci, a high school teacher, and 
Dwizht Byfield, a Pacifica busi- 
nessman, who head the expected 
109-car caravan, stressed the 
“march” on Sacramento “is not 
a demonstration.” Rather, “it is 
a peaceful, dignified dramatiza- 
tion of the genuine concern of 
many parents and teachers over 
the deterioration of education. 
We hope to be dignified but per- 
suasive,” they said. 


Supt. Lucas explained that a 
low-wealth district is classified as 
one that has up to three-quarters 

f the average assessed valuation 
in the state behind each elemen- 
tary and secondary pupil. The 
state average during 1967-68 was 
$13,298. This means that among 
the low-wealth districts the aver- 
age was about $9,972 or lower.
